Everyone 
seemed 
to 
be 
in 
unanimous agreement that the 
selection committee for the BCD’s 
first Citizen of the Year award did an 
outstanding job in selecting Rev. 
Marshall Stewart for this honor. I 
personally, can think of no one any 
more deserving for the honor. 
The best way I know to describe this 
man and what he has done for this 
community is to simply call him 
Hamlin’s pastor. While there are 
others 
who 
belong 
to 
more 
organizations, head up more com­ 
mittees and are involved in more 
projects, I don’t know of anyone who 
has ministered to so many people as 
this man. 
He has reached far outside the 
confines of his flock at the Church of 
the Nazarene to serve as pastor to 
anyone in need. 
We are most fortunate that this 
man’s calling has brought him to our 
community and that he has shared his 
many talents with us. 


It is kind of like waiting for 
someone to drop the other shoe—this 
waiting for the courts to rule on the 
House and Senate redistricting suits 
now pending after the bombshell the 
Dallas Court dropped Saturday on the 
Congressional redistricting suit. 
Sometime this week or next the 
courts are supposed to rule on both 
the House and Senate redistricting 
bills. (It is possible that by the time 
this sees print the rulings will have 
already been made.) My guess is that 
they will throw out both of these and 
come up with their own plan like the 
court in Dallas did Saturday. 
In the light of the ruling Saturday 
and an earlier one on financing our 
primaries, I hope that in the future 
our Legislators will realize that the 
courts are not going to let them get by 
with legislation that smells so 
strongely with politics. 
All of these changes in the boun­ 
daries of the different districts must 
be getting a little frustrating for the 
candidates. Some of these men have 
been campaigning for a month only to 
find now that the area they have been 
working in is no longer in their 
district. 


I have been trying to keep up with 
the news stories and comments on the 
recent court ruling on school finances 
and the thing that bothers me most 
about what 
I have read is the 
negative attitude being taken by 
nearly everybody on the subject. 
In most cases, it seems to me, a 
great many people are trying to put 
words into the mouths of the judges 
that were not stated in the original 
ruling handed down in December. 
Some seem to think that the court 
has ruled out the use of property tax 
in financing our schools and others 
seem to think that the only answer 
that will satisfy the courts will be for 
the state to take over the whole school 
operation and spend a set amount per 
pupil across the state. 
It seems to me that if we are to use 
the 
court 
ruling 
to 
better 
the 
educational system in Texas, and that 
is clearly the intent of the court, then 
we must come up with a solution that 
meets the ruling of the court and at 
the same time 
offers something 
better for our children. 
And spending x-number of dollars 
per pupil for every student in the state 
certainly will 
not offer anything 
better for our children. In too many 
cases 
it 
would 
only 
make 
our 
education system less responsive to 
the needs of our children. 
At the present time the only system 
that I can see that might satisfy the 
court and at the same time better our 
educational system 
would be 
to 
replace 
our 
current 
minimum 
foundation program with a state

Dr. E. D Perrin, physician here 
since 1949, announced this week that 
he will be closing his medical clinic 
office in Hamlin by May 31. He and 
his wife will be moving to Cameron 
where he 
will 
open 
his 
private 
practice July 1. 
Dr. and Mrs. Perrin will be moving 
to the town where he grew up and 
where his parents, Mr. and Mrs. E. A. 
Perrin, have lived since 1934. Mr. 
Perrin is mayor there. 
In releasing his statement to the 
press, he said that there were two new 
hospitals in Cameron built to meet 
Medicare regulations. He cited the 
continuing demands imposed by 
Medicare as primary reasons for his 
leaving Hamlin. The struggle to meet 
the requirements of Medicare in the 
operation of the local hospital make 
the opportunity in Cameron more 
practical, he said. 
Dr. Perrin said that he is not 
fighting Medicare but 
only 
the 
regulations that are forcing small 
hospitals out of existence. 
“ Our decision to leave Hamlin after 
23 
years 
of 
practice 
has 
been 
carefully made after 18 months of 
deliberation.’' He feels that his move 
will help the Hamlin community 
realize that only an entirely new 
hospital supported by taxes from a 
hospital district can operate under 
Medicare 
regulations 
and 
specifications. 
He states further that the com- 
munitv needs to understand that the 


tacilities of all American Medical 
Schools have been doubled, in order to 
double the annual graduation of 
medical doctors. The increased 
number of doctors w ill be graduating 
before 1975. It is his opinion that only 
a new hospital and clinic built to 
Medicare specifications and finished 
in time for the increased number of 
available new doctors will secure 
adequate doctors for Hamlin. 


Mrs. Perrin, a registered nurse, 
who has been working at the hospital 
in order to meet the regulations of 
Medicare with regard to registered 
nurses on duty, will not continue to 
work in Cameron. 
Dr. Perrin’s office in Cameron will 
be in a new clinic now under con­ 
struction. The building will ac­ 
commodate offices for three doctors. 
He will not be in a group practice. The 
clinic is located by a Catholic hospital 
built only IO months ago. 
His sister, Mrs. Kathleen Hobson, 
now of San Antonio, will be his office 
manager. 


The partnership of Dr. Perrin, Dr. 
E. J. Hawkins and Dr. M. L. Smith 
was formed in 1949. Dr. Perrin and 
Dr. Hawkins came to Hamlin in the 
spring and Dr. Smith joined them in 
December. 
Dr. Smith said Wednesday that be 
has made no plans at this time. Dr. 
Hawkins’ day out of the office is 
Wednesday and he could not be 
reached for comment at press time.

lf you’ve noticed beef cows in 
your herd acting rather ner­ 
vous, irritable and belligerent, 
there’s a good chance they are 
suffering from grass tetany. 
‘The condition results from a 
mineral 
imbalance 
and 
especially occurs during cold, 
cloudy wet 
weather,“ 
notes 
County Agent Kirby Clayton. 
“ If it is prolonged, musuclar 
spasms, convulsions and death 
will occur.” 
Grass tetany often affects 
cows in late pregnancy or those 
nursing calves. 
During 
that 
time cows give up a great deal 


of their nutritional intake and 
reserves to support their calves. 
Unfavorable weather conditions 
put additional strain on the 
cows. 
“ A lack of magnesium and 
calcium in the animal’s diet is 
the 
main 
cause 
of grass 
tetany,” points out Clayton. “ A 
low energy diet also contributes 
to the condition.”

Additionally, Clayton urges 
livestock owners to reduce the 
animals’ exposure to inclement 
weather as much as possible 
and to maintain some legume 
pastures. Legumes contain up 
to 
three 
times 
as 
much 
magnesium as most grasses. 
“ lf animals are acting in an 
unusual manner or appear to be 
under stress, i t 's always a good 
idea to call a veterinarian at 
once,” suggests Clayton.
